To Go to Court 
Over Grant Issue 



Former Liberal Immigration and 
Citizenship Minister John Pickers- 
gill Wednesday night challenged 
Premier Sauvé to let the Supremo 
Court decide whether federal 
grants to universities were cons- 
titutional. 

Tha member from Bonavlsta- 
Twillingato was replying to a 
question from. the audience after 
having delivered a prepared 
i (address at Sir George Williams 
College.- 

. Mr. PickengUl was asked if 
federal grants to universities 
were unconstitutional He declar- 
ed the Federal Parliament "la 
perfectly, competent to vote mo- 
ney for education purposes, -al- 
though it would be improper for 
it to let up an educational 
system". / 

He went oa to aav that Tha 
best way to. settle the question 
once and for all is to bring a case 
before the Supreme Court for a 
decision. However, Mr. Dupleasia 
never did this and I am sure 
that Mr. Sauve won't do it."

U. of M. 
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Cooperation 



MONTREAL (CUP) — A plan for closer McGill — 
University of Montreal cooperation first proposed in a 
McGILL DAILY editorial has received serious conside- 
ration by University of Montreal students. 



The editorial, entitled "So 
Near But Yet", complained of 
the lack of any sort of inter- 
university 'cooperation between 
Montreal's two great academic 
institutions. As first step in 
the "get-together" 1 programme 
a joint dance after a Ù. of M.- 
McGill hockey game was pro- 
posed. The University of Mont- 
real's student paper, Le Quar- 
tier Latin, has come out with 
an even faster plan. The Sports 
Department of the paper has 
suggested a get-together of Mc- 
Gill and U. of M. tennis cham- 
pions, rather than await the 
hockey season this winter. 

The Daily editorial said in 
part, "Students at both univer- 
sities have a great deal in com- 
mon. We enjoy the same type 
of entertainment, we study si- 
milar subjects and we're sub- 
jected to similar financial hard- 
ships. There are so many points 
on which we can build a true 
friendship, and yet, here we 
stand like two blushing pre-ado- 
lesccnts, each too shy to make 
the first move". 

In a Quartier Latin editorial 
the U. of M. has given its an- 
swer. The editors of that paper 
have signified their complete 
agreement with the Daily on 
the major points put forth. 
Commented editorialist Nicole 
Valllancourt; "We believe l n the 
reasons invoked by our neigh- 
bours, we share their desires 
because they are our own and 
we will work with them to rea- 
lize them (the desires)." 



But in regards to the state- 
ment that many U. of M. stu- 
: dents are completely bilingual 
Le Quartier Latin replies, "One' 
restriction only on tho opinion 
emitted by the McGill Daily. 
The editorialist maintains: thero 
exists no barrier to these get- 
togethers: if our students can 
speak no French at all, the stu- 
dents of the U. of M. know 
English well. It is a compliment 
but also a contradiction to his 
second argument. We wish to 
know the 'other culture'. Does 
not a culture show itself through 
the language which expresses 
it?"

'Ear of the Year', Anyone? 



Would be poets and writers who find 
their time too short to devote to pre- 
paring lengthy articles for publication 
in the "Daily" will now have an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves. 

The "Daily" has announced an "Ear 
of , the. Year "contest through which all 
McGillians will be able to present copy 
for the "Daily's" "ears". For the non-, 
journalist a word of explanation : in 
newspaper jargon an "ear" is the small 
box which appears on either side of 
the paper's "banner" or "nameplaté". 
The ears in today's "Daily" are clearly 
marked as such. 

Each week a panel of expert judges 
will examine the entered "ears" and 'the 
winner of the "ear . of the week" will 
be named. . Winning entries will be re- 
produced .in the ears of the "Daily". 
In February or early March the weekly 
•winners will be judged and the grand 
winner of the "Ear of the Year" will 
be announced. 

First prize will be a haircut from one 
of Montreal's top tonsorial artista (se- 
lected by the "Daily"). The haircut will 



be executed in a new style which accen- 
tuates the cars. 

Following are the rules of the con- 
test : 

1. Only one ear per entry will be 
accepted, i.e. one, not both sides of 
the banner. 

2. Each ear will consist of no more 
than three lines of fifteen letters and 
spaces to the line. (Entries longer than 
this specified size cannot be considered 
because they are not acceptable for 
printing.) 

3. Entries should be printable. 

4. Entries should be addressed to 
the "Ear Editor" and should be depos- 
ited in the letters to the editor box at 
the "Daily" office in the basement of 
the Union. 

5. Entries must bear the name, fa- 
culty, and year of their author. 

6. Entries should be 1 e g i b 1 e and 
written on scraps of paper larger'than 
1" by .6". , 

7. All entries become property of 
the "Daily" and cannot be returned.

The ' "hi" Problem 

A University presents a unique problem in simple 
etiquette tliat leaves even the most diplomatic tyjies 
floored. We refer to the innurnerable little tragi-comic 
campus encounters tlint center around the- tired, limpid 
monosyllable — : "hi." ■ •■ ■ ' . ' ' , 

Tlic sitnalioif is so'mélhMc like' this. Every hour'.n 
bell ring's throtiRhoiit the University. Like miniature^ 
mechanical wound-up men: >ye spring from. our. hbrAry 
chair or throw down our pool' cue and crisscross out\way 
through the school to our respective lectures. There are 
Home eight thousand ; students daily treading their 
way throi.-di the maze, of 1 bàmpÎM paths, hallways and 
Btaircascs. NvW the cïiancjefS; a{fj that on the way to each 
lecture we pits* the i.sampi people each time. Fine.: But 
sometimes we pass trie same person say nine times a day. 
It might be someone you were introduced to four years 
ago. Vou Torget each other's names. But nine times a 
day you pass and doggedly grant each other n begrudging, 
sickly, lading and increasingly cmbarrasing — 

"hi," 

Well, now the editorial chorus: "What's to be done?" 

It may be observed that several of the more enter- 
prising among us have cultivated various private remedies 
for the situation. Starting with the most crude and 
simple methods, we have noticed one rather desperate 
attempt which takes the following form: On the approach 
of a prospective "hi" situation, the attention of the 
escapee suddenlv appears to have been distracted by so- 
mething in the opposite direction. He wheels about and 
stares intensely iwto space or at- whatever seems to have 
captivated him. This is obviously amateur stuff-very 
botchy..: 

A more sophisticated attempt is that of the guise of 
the meditating philosopher. Here the fugitive simply 
fixes his gaze stolidly on the ground and plunges by as if 
■wrapped in the throes of metaphysical apeculation . . . 

We gradually arrive at the most highly skilled type 
of theatrics which calls for iron nerves and immense, 
capacity for bluH. This is a breathtaking 'manoeuvre in 
which; the player., neither looks aside like n shrinking, 
violet nor gazes at the ground — but rather looks straight 
at the other person — right straight in the eye -~ but 
fails to see him, He sees, through you. Doesn't allow you : 
to register.. And so he' walks' off cloaked in a dignified, 
air ofjofty introversion ... 

The individual attempts must be given their due. But 
the only wav, wé seej out of the dilemma on a large scale is I 
perhaps compulsory (face masks or something. Any Bug- i 
gestions will be appreciated. 

The Time Problem 

A great distinction always seems to be drawn at this 
University between curricular and extracurricular acti- 
vities. It is a'dis"tinction which should not be drawn with 
such emphasis, 

' A true University education is more than a degree. 
Conversely — ' this should be apparent to the dullest 

* among us — no University education is complete without 
one. But the bits of parchment, which accumulate over 
the generations in little piles in' the attic along with the 

. ,bird cages, are onlv small, meagre. and totally inadequate 
Bvmbols of that much worshipped thing, we call higher 
education. Higher education is lodged in the mind, not 
in the attic. • 

We suppose the object of the university, not only 
from the point of view of the individual but also in the 
eyes of the state, is to transform boys into men. Not, to 
lie sure, very mature ones, but at least men who can sally 
forth with -a modicum of confidence and common sense 
into the big, wicked world which our predecessors have 
left us. This task cannot be done in the class room, nor 
can it be done compulsorily. The desire must come from 
•within. 

The sides of university life are many, but then so are 
the sides of life. The chances are that the man who does 
most at university will do the most afterwards, too. The 
excuse "Well, I would if I Had time, but my work keeps 
me pretty tied up," comes just as readily to a business 
man of fifty, aa to a student of twenty.

Anyone who receives the maxi- 
mum may, if necessary, apply for 
a loan, up to $200.00 for the Mont- 
realer, up to $500.00 for those be- 
yond commuting distance. These 
loans bear" interest at 3 per cent, 
but the interest does not begin to 
accrue till two years after gradua- 
tion or leaving university studies. 

The new loan forms are not, avai- 
lable jind no application should be 
mnde till November. A notice will 
appear In the Daily. 

Any student, qualified as to re- 
sidence and domicile in Quebec, 
who- has suffered from tuberculo-
